Most of tho speculative Interest was conccntrntcd In tho rnllway group, with
many of thoso stocks making advances ranging from 1 to 2 points on buying
coming partly from bunking sourccn.

Union Paclllc, Heading, tho Krles nnd the Tlock Island Issues were among
tho prominent features, nnd many other stockK, Including Missouri Pacific, com-
mon and preferred, reflected accumulation based on special reasons.
